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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY. 

Nth  FEBRUARY,  1935. 


YOUR  Council  are  very  pleased  to  report  that  the  Rt.  Hon. 
the  Earl  of  Feversham  has  accepted  the  Presidency  of 
the  Society.  All  members  will  join  with  them  in  wishing 
him  a  long  and  successful  term  of  office. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  report 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Elmhirst  as  Honorary  Secretary 
and  also  as  a  Trustee. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  held  on  September 
10th  the  following  resolution  was  passed  unanimously  : 

“The  Council  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society  have 
received  with  deep  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Chas.  E. 
Elmhirst  as  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Society,  which  office  he 
has  held  for  37  years.  They  wish  to  place  on  record  their 
gratitude  to  him  for  the  signal  and  highly  important  services 
he  has  rendered,  and  desire  to  testify  their  admiration  for  the 
long  and  devoted  interest  he  has  taken  in  every  branch  of 
the  Society’s  activities  to  which  much  of  its  prosperity  is  due. 

They  further  much  regret  Mr.  Elmhirst’s  resignation  as 
one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Society,  in  which  office  he  has 
rendered  able  services  since  1901.” 

Your  Council  are  pleased  to  report  a  successful  year’s 
working. 

An  outstanding  feature  has  been  the  visit  of  the  Royal 
Archaeological  Institute  under  the  Presidency  of  Sir  Charles 
W.  C.  Oman,  K.B.E.,  M.A.,  LL.D.,  F.S.A. 

Their  Summer  Meeting  was  held  in  York,  from  July  7th 
to  17th,  with  the  Museum  as  their  headquarters,  and  Dr. 
Collinge  acted  as  Hon.  Focal  Secretary.  A  Garden  Party 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society  and 
the  Yorkshire  Architectural  and  York  Archaeological  Society 
was  held  on  July  13th. 
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Trustees.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  held  on 
September  10th,  the  following  additional  Trustees  were 
nominated  :  The  Rt.  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Feversham,  E.  R. 
Dodsworth,  Esq.,  Roger  Lumley,  Esq.,  M.P.,  Alderman  Frank 
W.  Terry,  Geoffrey  Thompson,  Esq.,  M.A.,  J.  Triffitt,  Esq., 
and  these  were  approved  of  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Society 
held  on  October  18th. 

Finances.  The  year  opened  with  a  deficit  balance  of 
£33  4s.  2d.  and  closed  with  a  credit  balance  of  489  10s.  5d, 
and  this  notwithstanding  an  expenditure  of  £210  on  the  new 
Greenhouse.  The  overdraft  on  the  Abbey  Restoration  Fund 
has  been  reduced  by  £35  3s.  2d.;  the  Million  Shilling  Fund 
has  increased  by  £6  13s.  8d.,  while  the  Reed  Bequest  shows 
a  credit  balance  of  £42  3s.  Od. 

The  Council  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Honorary  Auditor, 
Mr.  Arthur  D.  Gladwin,  for  generally  revising  the  setting  out 
of  the  Accounts  so  as  to  present  them  in  a  more  up-to-date  form. 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  Society’s  property  has 
been  inspected  as  regards  its  electric  installation,  gas  supply 
and  fittings,  and  fire  preventive  apparatus.  Some  minor 
repairs  have  been  carried  out,  and  the  whole  is  now  in  perfect 
condition.

Your  Council  regret  to  have  to  record  the  decease  of 
Mr.  Percy  J.  Spalding,  the  late  Town  Clerk  of  York,  and  Mr. 
H.  J.  Wilkinson  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Society  since 
1891  and  a  Vice-President  from  1916.  Mr.  Wilkinson  was 
appointed  Honorary  Curator  of  Botany  in  1892,  and  his 
“Catalogue  of  the  British  Plants  in  the  Herbarium,  of  the 
Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society”  was  issued  between  1895- 
1917.  The  immense  amount  of  time  and  labour  he  expended 
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upon  the  Herbarium  frequently  called  forth  the  Council's 
thanks.  He  left  it  as  one  of  the  finest  and  most  valuable  in 
the  British  Isles,  and  it  remains  a  worthy  monument  to  his 
memory.  A  further  loss  was  sustained  by  the  death  of  an 
Honorary  Member,  Dr.  F.  A.  Bather,  F.R.S.,  formerly  Keeper 
of  the  Department  of  Geology  in  the  British  Museum  (Nat. 
Hist.). 

By  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council  Sir  George  Francis 
Hill,  K.C.B.,  M.A.,  D.C.L.,  F.S.A.,  Director  and  Principal 
Librarian  of  the  British  Museum,  London,  has  been  elected 
an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Society. 

Field  Naturalists’  Section.  The  Section  has  continued 
to  hold  very  successful  evening  meetings  during  the  winter 
months.  Summer  Excursions  were  arranged  to  various 
lpcalities  in  our  area,  and  we  enjoyed  hospitality  after  the 
rambles  by  the  kindness  of  several  members.  The  attendance 
at  some  of  the  Excursions,  however,  was  not  as  good  as  usual. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  April,  the  Section  unanimously 
elected  Mr.  H.  J.  Wilkinson  as  its  first  Honorary  Life  President 
as  some  recognition  of  the  immense  amount  of  work  and 
interest  he  had  for  many  years  given  to  the  Section  and  to 
Natural  History.  With  the  deepest  regret  we  have  to  record 
Mr.  Wilkinson’s  death  on  December  6th. 

The  special  work  of  several  individual  members  may  be 
mentioned  ;  viz.,  the  work  of  Mr.  S.  H.  Smith  who  is  endeav¬ 
ouring  to  encourage  the  development  of  Salmon  in  the  upper 
reaches  of  the  Rivers  Ouse  and  Ure  ;  the  special  investigation 
of  the  river  Ouse,  Ure,  and  the  Ripon  Canal  carried  out  by 
Mr.  Charles  Allen  ;  and  an  extremely  interesting  collection 
of  fresh  Wild  Plants  sent  by  Miss  P.  Hughes  to  Hastings  for 
an  Exhibition. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  membership  stands  at  120  sub¬ 
scribing  members,  9  Honorary  Members,  and  3  Corresponding 
Members,  a  total  of  132.  This  is  an  increase  of  3  on  last  year.

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1934. 


WORK  in  the  Museums  has  continued  with  unabated 
interest. 

The  Museum  of  Mediaeval  Architecture  has  been 
cleaned,  rearranged  and  catalogued.  On  October  8th,  the 
Council  passed  the  following  resolution  to  the  Honorary 
Curator  of  this  department  : 

“The  Council  wish  to  express  to  Mr.  W.  Harvey  Brook 
their  great  appreciation  of  the  valuable  work  he  has  so 
successfully  carried  out  in  the  Museum  of  Mediaeval  Archi¬ 
tecture,  making  it  second  to  none  in  the  country/’ 

The  Keeper  has  devoted  considerable  time  to  the 
preparation  of  a  MS.  Catalogue  of  the  contents  of  the  Museum 
of  Roman  Antiquities.  The  contents  of  the  Upper  room 
have  been  rearranged  and  the  Catalogue  is  well  advanced. 

The  large  collection  of  potters’  marks  has  been  classified 
in  alphabetical  order.  Including  a  number  of  doubtful  or 
unidentified  ones,  there  are  upwards  of  eleven  hundred  in 
the  collection. 

Upwards  of  five  hundred  new  labels  have  been  added 
to  the  various  cases. 

All  the  portraits,  pictures,  prints,  engravings,  etc.,  in 
the  Museum  have  been  examined  and  rewired. 

The  collection  of  photographic  negatives  of  objects  in 
the  Museum  have  been  labelled  and  classified. 

During  Civic  Week,  June  18th  to  23rd,  the  Museums 
were  re-opened  from  6  p.m.  to  9  p.m.,  and  large  numbers  of 
visitors  to  the  City  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity 
of  visiting  the  various  Collections. 
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Although  the  space  available  is  extremely  limited,  a  few 
chairs  have  been  placed  at  the  ends  of  the  gangways  ;  these 
have  been  much  appreciated  by  visitors. 

The  Yorkshire  Numismatic  Society  held  its  Summer 
Meeting  in  the  Museum  on  July  21st,  when  Mr.  Geoffrey 
Thompson  exhibited  numerous  coins  from  the  Museum 
Collections. 

On  August  11th,  the  Museum  was  honoured  by  a  visit 
of  the  Members  of  the  International  Congress  of  Anthropo¬ 
logical  and  Ethnological  Sciences. 

The  Yorkshire  Architectural  and  York  Archaeological 
Society  continues  to  hold  its  meetings  and  house  its  Library 
in  the  Museum. 

Special  Exhibits.  In  addition  to  recent  donations, 
special  exhibits  have  been  made  of  the  Oxley  Grabham 
Collection  of  Mammal  skins  ;  the  collection  of  Palaeolithic 
Implements  presented  by  Major  E.  R.  Collins ;  and  on 
September  27th,  28th  and  29th  a  collection  of  living  examples 
of  various  species  of  Fungi,  arranged  by  the  members  of  the 
Natural  History  Section,  were  on  exhibition  in  the  Tempest 
Anderson  Hall. 

Educational  Work.  During  the  year  414  children  from 
schools  in  the  City  attended  the  Museum  for  study  and 
instruction,  and  253  students  from  the  City  School  of  Arts 
and  Crafts. 

The  number  of  schools  and  other  organizations  which 
have  visited  the  Museums  establishes  a  further  record. 
(For  full  list  see  p.  36). 

The  Museum  has  co-operated  with  the  Yorkshire  Area 
of  the  Central  Council  for  Broadcast  Adult  Education,  in 
respect  of  the  seven  Talks  given  on  Friday  evenings  from 
May  18th  to  June  29th,  entitled  “Along  the  Roman  Roads/’ 

It  is  with  a  sense  of  satisfaction  that  we  notice  the  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  specialists  who  continue  to  study  and 
examine  the  Collections.  In  the  past  year  they  have  been

Turning  to  the  different  departments  of  the  Museum  : — - 

Mediaeval  Architecture. — The  following  is  a  brief 
resume  of  the  work  done  in  regard  to  the  collections  housed 
in  the  Museum  of  Mediaeval  Architecture,  in  the  years  1933 
and  1934. 

With  the  exception  of  one  bay  on  the  north  side  of  the 
vestibule  of  the  Chapter  House,  the  whole  collection  has  been 
cleaned,  the  floors,  walls  and  pillars  washed  :  many  details 
rearranged  and  renumbered,  as  well  as  rehxed,  with  lead 
wedges  under  the  bed  of  the  stones,  to  prevent  chipping  of 
the  edges  and  to  poise  them  securely. 

The  details  of  St.  William’s  Tomb-Shrine,  the  canopies 
and  cornice,  fragments  of  the  stone  parclose  which  surrounded 
it,  when  it  stood  in  the  nave  of  the  Minster,  have  been  carefully 
cleaned,  rearranged  and  renumbered  :  as  also  the  fragments 
of  the  Chapter  House  wall-arcade  and  other  details  of  St. 
Mary’s  Abbey,  found  during  the  recent  underpinning  and 
restoration  work  at  the  King’s  Manor.  The  annexe  to  the 
museum  of  mediaeval  architecture  has  been  also  thoroughly 
cleaned,  and  all  these  fragments  renumbered,  and  where 
necessary,  lead  wedges  inserted. 

A  small  collection  of  mortars,  including  a  receptacle  for 
a  heart-burial  in  the  form  of  a  font — all  formerly  in  the  Hos- 
pitium,  has  been  cleaned  and  placed  on  two  shelves  on  the 
east  wall  of  the  annexe.

The  specimens  of  tiles  in  the  great  tile  case  in  the  entrance 
vestibule  have  been,  with  some  exceptions,  cleaned,  and  all 
have  been  sketched  and  measured  by  the  Honorary  Curator — 
two  hundred  and  forty-two  of  them. 

At  the  foot  of  the  stairs,  several  architectural  details  of 
lead  work— rain  water  heads  of  fall  pipes  and  the  accumulations 
of  years — have  been  fixed  to  the  north  wall.  A  few  wooden 
Elizabethan,  Jacobean  and  Renaissance  mouldings  have  also 
been  set  up. 

A  second  hand-rail,  to  assist  persons  descending  the  stairs, 
has  been  fixed  on  the  south  wall  of  the  staircase  leading  to  the 
Mediaeval  Museum. 

The  walls  of  the  areas  outside  the  windows  of  the  west 
end  of  the  great  hall  of  the  Museum  of  Mediaeval  Architecture, 
have  been  covered  with  cream-coloured  cement  wash  to  give 
increased  light  and  thus  lessen  the  need  for  artificial  illumination. 

The  fine  wrought  iron  gates,  early  eighteenth  century 
work  of  Micklegate  House,  presented  to  the  Society  by  the 
late  S.  Scruton,  Esq.  of  Messrs.  Raimes  &  Co.,  some  years 
ago,  have,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Honorary  Curator,  been 
placed  against  the  east  wall  of  the  corridor  at  the  back  of  the 
Fireplace  of  the  Calefactory  :  an  adjustment  of  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  mediaeval  stone  coffins  will  be  made  to  show  the 
lower  part  of  the  ironwork  to  better  advantage. 

A  new  direction  board  bearing  the  legend  “To  the  Museum 
of  Mediaeval  Architecture”  has  been  placed  above  the  stairs 
leading  to  the  Museum.

The  Honorary  Curator  has  written  a  number  of  descriptive 
notices  of  objects  of  particular  interest  in  various  parts  of  the 
Museum  of  mediaeval  antiquities — the  Neville  and  Skirlaw 
shields  from  the  gateway  of  the  Carmelite  Friary  in  Fossgate — 
the  panel  from  the  tomb  of  Archbishop  Richard  Scrope — the 
tomb  of  the  ‘Toy  knight,”  discovered  during  the  choir  excava¬ 
tions  in  1912-13  :  also  a  quotation  from  Hart’s  “History  of 
Gloucester  Abbey,”  now  the  cathedral,  quite  the  most  beautiful 
description  of  the  tragedy  of  the  Suppression  ever  written  : 
and  various  other  descriptions  relating  to  the  Shrines  from 
the  Minster,  etc.,  etc.,  these  he  has  framed  and  hung  up. 

An  engraving  of  the  “Great  Excavation”  of  1827,  showing 
the  site  of  the  present  museum  occupied  by  the  walls  and 
pillars  of  the  monastery,  which  were  in  many  cases  grubbed 
up  to  make  way  for  the  new  building.  Given  by  the  Honorary 
Curator. 
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A  sheet  of  coloured  “  tricks  ”  of  the  differenced  arms  of 
de  Vescy,  le  Latimer,  Goldsborough,  etc.,  has  been  framed 
and  placed  on  the  pillar  at  the  head  of  the  effigy  of  Sir  John  de 
Vescy.

A  short  notice  of  Archbishop  Scrope,  together  with  an 
achievement  of  his  arms  taken  from  the  shield  on  the  spandrel 
of  the  arch  of  the  fifth  bay  of  the  South  Arcade  of  the  Choir 
of  the  Minster,  has  been  framed  and  hung  in  the  Slype.

In  conclusion,  the  Honorary  Curator  wishes  to  thank  a 
friend,  who  desires  to  remain  anonymous,  from  whom  he  has 
received  the  greatest  possible  assistance  in  all  his  work  for  the 
Society’s  mediaeval  collections  for  many  years,  and  to  whom 
must  be  ascribed  the  success  of  the  work  done  in  the  last  two 
years  in  the  mediaeval  museum. 

The  work  entailed  in  dealing  with  the  details  of  such  a 
collection  as  that  in  the  Museum  of  Mediaeval  Architecture 
is  exceedingly  strenuous,  requiring  infinite  patience,  research, 
enthusiasm,  taste,  judgment,  and  money  to  carry  out  various 
ideas  as  they  present  themselves.  Having,  in  conjunction 
with  the  late  Edwin  Ridsdale  Tate,  L.R.I.B.A.,  resolved  the 
ultimate  form  the  collection  was  to  take,  the  Honorary  Curator 
has  gradually  evolved  order  out  of  the  chaotic  mass  of  material 
which  had  (and  still  continues  to  do)  accumulated  in  the  course 
of  nearly  a  century  ;  but  very  much  more  work  remains  to 
be  done.  He  now  feels  that  the  time  is  passed  when  he  can 
bring  the  same  energy  and  strength  to  continue  usefully  as 
the  sole  motive  power  to  achieve  the  realisation  of  the  ideal 
he  set  before  himself  at  the  outset. 

Ethnology.  Many  of  the  Cinerary  Urns  in  the  Mitchelson 
Collection  show  signs  of  disintegration.  The  worst  of  these 
have  been  treated,  and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  remainder 
early  in  the  new  year. 

Geology.  The  catalogue  of  type  specimens  has  been 
brought  up  to  date. 

Astronomy.  All  the  instruments  are  in  good  adjustment 
and  order,  and  various  observations  have  been  made. 
The  webs  of  the  Transit  Instrument  have  been  renewed  during 
the  year.  The  Observatory  is  open  to  members  on  lecture 
nights,  providing  the  weather  is  favourable,  and  at  other 
times  by  arrangement. 
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Numismatics.  During  the  year  the  collections  have 
heen  maintained  in  an  efficient  state  which  facilitates  easy 
reference  by  students.  The  Society  has  acquired  by  exchange 
a  number  of  coins  minted  at  York,  and  it  is  felt  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  specialise  in  coins  and  tokens  of 
Yorkshire,  and  especially  of  York. 

The  collection  of  Medals  is  now  provisionally  classified 
and  labelled,  though  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  incur  the  cost 
of  the  proper  permanent  cabinet-fittings  to  house  them. 

Zoology.  The  whole  of  the  Collections  have  been 
maintained  in  good  order.  Amongst  the  chief  additions  are 
a  skin  of  Sabine’s  Gull,  female,  shot  at  Bridlington,  December 
2nd,  1907,  presented  by  Mr.  C.  Allen  ;  two  Flying  Squirrels 
presented  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Elmhirst  ;  a  very  fine  case  of 
Toucans,  presented  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Mackay,  and  a  Madreporian 
coral  presented  by  Miss  Sylvia  Corner,  O.B.E. 

Sabine’s  Gull  is  distinguished  by  a  narrow  black  collar 
forming  a  pretty  contrast  with  the  pure  white  and  dove  grey 
of  the  general  outline.  This  rare  gull  is  about  fourteen  inches 
in  length.  It  is  circum-polar  in  habitat,  and  frequents  the 
Pacific  Ocean  as  far  South  as  Bermuda,  but  is  said  not  to 
occur  below  these  Islands.  The  specimen  is  of  interest  as 
one  of  the  very  few  British  records.  Sabine’s  Gull  prefers 
the  wide  ocean  spaces  to  the  vicinity  of  land. 

Toucans  are  natives  of  Brazil  where  some  fourteen  species 
have  been  described.  Attaining  a  length  sometimes  of  three 
feet,  the  gaily-coloured  fruit-eating  bird  is  both  handsome 
and  impressive,  more  particularly  because  of  the  huge  and 
apparently  unwieldy  bill.  This,  however,  is  extraordinarily 
light,  and  far  from  being  a  handicap  to  the  owner,  is  of  great 
value,  not  only  in  dealing  with  the  hard  husks  of  nuts  and 
fruit,  but  as  an  aid  to  climbing  about  the  tree  tops  which  are 
its  favourite  haunt. 

Flying  Squirrels  are  somewhat  similar  in  general  appear¬ 
ance  and  colour  to  the  well-known  American  Grey  Squirrel. 
They  are,  however,  about  one-third  larger  and  have  more 
prominant  ears.  They  are  natives  of  Western  Africa  and 
do  not  appear  to  have  been  described  by  recent  observers, 
and  very  little  is  known  of  their  food  and  general  habits. 
There  is  a  curious  membraneous  webbing  of  furry  skin  situated 
between  and  joining  with  the  front  and  hind  legs  so  that 
when  the  legs  are  fully  extended  during  the  period  of  jumping 
from  one  tree  to  another,  the  webs  offer  additional  support 
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as  of  planes  in  flight,  and  enable  the  creature  to  make 
prodigious  long  jumps  during  its  arboreal  peregrinations. 
The  specimens  in  question  do  not  shew  the  web  to  its  best 
advantage  but  are  unmistakable  in  their  existence. 

Library.  During  the  year  39  volumes  have  been  added 
by  purchase,  and  4  by  presentation,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
unbound  memoirs. 

The  number  of  volumes  borrowed  was  271. 

Meteorology.  Statistics  of  Station:  Longitude  1°  5'  W.; 
Latitude  55°  57'  N.  ;  height  above  mean  sea  level,  56  feet. 

The  rainfall  for  1934  was  below  normal,  being  22.79  inches, 
2.71  inches  below  the  average  for  over  50  years.  The  wettest 
months  of  the  year  were  January,  February,  March,  April, 
June  and  December,  when  the  totals  for  the  months  were  : 
1.66,  1.68,  1.95,  2.39,  2.11,  and  4.60  respectively.  May, 
August  and  October  were  the  driest  months  with  1.00,  1.42 
and  1.35  inches  respectively. 

Temperature  ranged  from  87°  F.  on  July  11th  to  26°  F. 
on  February  2nd  ;  the  range  of  temperature  for  1934  being 
thus  :  61°  F.  as  against  68°  F.  for  1933.  A  mean  pressure 
of  1013.9  millibars  (1,000  millibars =29. 531  inches  of  mercury) 
at  M.S.L.  (corrected  for  diurnal  variations)  have  been  recorded 
as  against  1016.4  millibars  for  1933.  December  gave  the 
lowest  mean  for  the  year,  1000.5  millibars,  March  next  with 
1004.5  millibars.  February  was  highest,  1029.8  millibars, 
and  June  next  with  1018.6  millibars.  The  extreme  range 
was  2.103  inches  as  compared  with  1.19  inches  in  1933.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  taken  February  1st  at 
9  a.m  ,  viz.  ;  30.763  inches,  and  the  lowest  on  January  13th 
at  9  p.m.,  viz.  ;  28.660  inches. 

Snow  or  Rain  fell  to  the  amount  of  22.79  inches  or  578.9 
mm.,  as  against  23.02  inches  or  584.8  mm.  for  1933,  a  decrease 
of  .23  inches  or  5.9  mm.  for  the  year.  The  heaviest  fall  of 
the  year  occurred  on  February  27th  when  40.6  mm.  (1.60 
inches)  fell.  The  cumulative  totals  for  the  years  since  1820 
are,  for  the  heaviest  monthly  falls,  August  6000.35  mms., 
October  5753.48  mms.,  and  July  5432.30  mms. 

Observations  of  Winds  show  that  during  1934  we  had 
*  'strong”  winds  on  7  days  (force  4-7  on  scale  0-10),  4  days 
more  than  1933,  and  "calm”  on  4  days  the  same  as  in  1933. 
The  chief  winds  have  been  observed  as  S.  (116),  N.  (65),  W.  (61),. 
S.W.  (35),  N.W.  (31)  and  N.E.  (18). 
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Thunder  was  heard  on  6  days,  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  3  days, 
as  against  19  days  in  1933  ;  and  there  were  hailstorms  on  4  days, 
as  against  2  days  the  previous  year. 

Bright  Sunshine  was  recorded  1369.2  hours  as  against 
1379.7  hours  in  1933,  a  decrease  of  10.5  hours  for  the  year. 
The  daily  mean  was  3.75  hours,  and  the  percentage  of  possible 
sunshine  31,  the  same  as  in  1933. 


It  is  urgently  requested  that  any  discovery  of  Arch¬ 
aeological  interest  in  the  neighbourhood  may  be  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Museum,  or  the  Honorary 
Curators,  as  early  as  possible.

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NOTE  ON  STOMATOPORA  SMITHI  (PHILLIPS),

This  unique  specimen,  in  the  Yorkshire  Museum,  was 
inadequately  figured  by  Phillips  in  1829  ;  and  remained 
undescribed  until  1894,  when  J.  W.  Gregory  published  an 
account  of  it,  which  he  reproduced  in  substantially  the  same 
form  in  the  two  following  years.  His  description  is  as 
fohows 

Zoarium  hippothoiform,  uniserial  ;  branches  crowded  and  irregular  ; 
entirely  adherent. 

Zooecia  pyriform  ;  long  slender  proximal  ends  ;  front  wall  well  raised, 
rounded  and  punctate  ;  orifice  small,  circular,  surrounded  by  a  low  rim. 

Peristomes  slightly  raised.  Flat  regular  rims  surround  each  of  the 
zooecia. 

Distribution.— Adherent  to  Cardium  citrinoidum.  Cornbrash,  near 
Scarborough.  Only  the  type  specimen  known. 

More  recent  work*  on  the  Bryozoa  makes  it  necessary  to 
supplement  this  description  ;  particularly  a regards  the 
dichotomy. 

At  first  glance,  the  branches  of  the  zoarium  appear  to  be 
‘ ‘crowded  and  irregular’ ’  ;  but  on  carefu  examination  this 
is  found  to  be  due  to  interlacing.  By  focussing  one’s  attention 
on  a  series  (of  which  two  or  three  will  be  recognised  in  fig.  1), 
the  mode  of  growth  is  seen  to  be  as  follows  :  A  zooecium 
gives  rise  to  two  individuals,  o  which  the  axis  of  one  is  a

prolongation  of  that  of  the  parent  ;  while  the  axis  of  the 
other  lies  at  about  120°  thereto.  The  new  zooecium  :n  the 
parental  line  behaves  similarly ;  and  so  throughout  the 
series.  But  the  latera1  zooecium  gives  rise  to  only  one 
individual.  This  process  results  in  the  formation  of  a  main 
stem  with  unilateral  branches  (fig.  2).

In  passing  along  a  series,  there  is  no  well-marked  pro¬ 
gressive  change  in  the  size  of  the  zooecia.  On  the  whole,  the 
length  is  0.66  mm.,  and  the  breadth  0.34  mm  ;  giving  a  ratio 
of  length  to  breadth  of  1.94.  The  width  of  the  rim  round 
the  zooecium  is  0.06  mm.  ;  and  of  the  proximal  end  0.10  mm. 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  an  individual  showing  the 
orifice  and  punctate  character  indicated  in  Gregory’s  figure. 

The  shell  to  which  this  bryozoon  is  attached  has  recently 
been  examined  by  Dr.  W.  J.  Arkell,  who  is  inclined  to  refer 
it  to  the  genu  Pro'ocardia.

ON  A  ROMAN  PHALERA  FOUND  NEAR  MALTON. 
By  Dr.  Walter  E.  Collinge,  F.S.A. 


In  the  latter  part  of  1928  there  was  ploughed  up  in  a 
field  near  Malt  on  a  bronze  Roman  phalera,  quite  an  unusual 
find  for  Great  Britain.  This  was  acquired  by  the  Yorkshire 
Museum  early  in  1929,  and  has  since  been  on  exhibition  in 
our  collection  of  Roman  Antiquities. 

Owing  to  its  rarity  and  its  unusually  heavy  nature,  it 
weighs  10  J  ozs.,I  have  been  asked  to  figure  and  describe  the 
specimen. 

The  Malton  specimen  is  a  bronze  boss  with  a  decorative 
border  and  a  central  pit  or  well  surrounded  by  what  are 
probably  intended  to  be  bay  leaves.  Possibly  the  well  was 
filled  with  a  coloured  stone.  Below  it  has  two  eyelets  to  which 
in  all  probability  there  was  attached  a  pendant.  The  specimen 
measures  4 Jin.  in  diameter  and  41  of  an  inch  from  the 
upper  to  the  underside.  On  the  underside,  at  the  back  of 
the  well  is  a  circular  rim  by  which  the  ornament  was  no  doubt 
attached  to  a  leather  strap. 

Mr.  Reginald  A.  Smith  of  the  British  Museum,  has  kindly 
examined  the  specimen  and  dates  it,  in  all  probability,  as 
being  1st  century. 

Phalerae  were  discs  or  bosses  of  gold,  silver,  bronze  and 
brass,  sometimes  adorned  with  jewels,  cast  or  chased  with 
various  devices  in  relief,  such  for  instance  as  the  head  or 
bust  of  an  emperor,  and  often  had  pendants  attached  to  them. 
They  were  worn  as  ornaments  or  military  decorations  on  the 
breast  on  a  light  framework  of  leather,  or  as  ornamental 
trappings  on  horses,  where  they  were  fixed  to  the  headstall 
or  to  a  throat  collar,  or  to  a  martingale  across  the  chest. 

“Phalerae  are  of  great  antiquity,  and  we  find  them  named 
by  Herodotus  among  other  golden  horse-gear  of  the  Massagetae. 
Among  the  Etruscans  they  were  certainly  in  use,  and  probably 
both  as  personal  and  as  horse  ornaments.  We  learn  indeed 
from  Florus  that  the  Romans  borrowed  the  use  of  phalerae 
from  the  Etruscans.’’* 

Curlef  has  described  a  number  of  round  metal  plates 

worn  on  the  breast  on  a  light  framework  of  leather,  and 

instances  a  number  of  monuments  illustrating  the  wearing  of 

such  military  decorations,  chief  amongst  which  is  that  of  the 

centurion  Marcus  Caelius,  found  at  Xanten  on  the  Rhine.

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In  addition  to  these  disc-like  bodies  Curie  figures  and 
describes  other  much  more  elaborate  ones  employed  in  the 
decoration  of  harness.  From  a  circular  brass  phalera,  number 
9,  plate  lxxii,  and  others  (Figs.  43  and  44)  it  would  appear 
that  the  Malton  specimen  belongs  to  this  class. 

Pollexfen*  described  a  rare  example  of  phalera  from 
Colchester  in  1863.  It  consisted  of  a*  “Glass  medallion  of 
an  intense  transparent  blue,  with  a  thin  film  of  opaque  white 
glass  at  the  back,  added  probably  to  throw  up  the  colour, 
which,  from  the  thickness  of  the  material,  would  otherwise 
appear  black.  The  design  is  in  relief,  of  the  same  colour  as 
the  ground,  and  represents  the  bust  of  an  imperial  personage, 
full  faced,  with  the  head  of  a  child  over  each  shoulder,  and  a 
third  in  f.ont  of  the  breast.  The  portrait  is  not  unlike  that  of 
Germanicus,  and  the  smaller  heads  would  be  those  of  three 
of  his  children,  of  which  several  died  young. 

The  example  from  Colchester  had  been  mounted  on  a 
thin  plate  of  bronze,  coated  with  white  metal,  to  which  it 
had  been  attached  with  cement;  it  was  found  in  a  black  urn, 
which  was  brought  to  light  in  excavating  the  foundation  of 
a  house  in  Beverley  Terrace,  Colchester.”

ON  A  FURTHER  ROMAN  CAMP-KETTLE  FOUND  IN 

YORK. 

By  Dr.  Walter  E.  Collinge,  F.S.A. 


In  a  recent  article1  on  va  Roman  Camp-Kettle  dredged 
from  the  River  Ouse  in  December  last,  I  stated  that  it  was 
“the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  found  in  York.”  This  is  not  quite 
correct.  It  is  the  first  one  bearing  an  inscription  or  marks 
of  possession,  but  in  the  Yorkshire  Museum  there  is  a 
specimen  without  any  inscription  which  was  found  about 
twenty-four  years  ago  during  excavations  in  Piccadilly,  York, 
and  presented  to  the  Museum  by  Mr.  Christopher  Martin. 


This  earlier  specimen  is  smaller  than  the  one  dredged 
from  the  River  Ouse  and  by  no  means  so  well  preserved. 
It  has  been  patched  on  one  side,  and  has  part  of  an  iron  collar, 
If  of  an  inch  in  depth,  which  at  one  time  evidently  had  a 
handle.  Eighteen  rivets  attached  the  collar  to  the  kettle. 

The  measurements  are  as  follows  : — height  8J  inches, 
greatest  diameter  14C  inches,  diameter  at  mouth  13 J  inches. 
The  rim  is  §  of  an  inch  in  height,  but  is  not  convex.  The 
base  of  this  specimen  is  convex. 

The  specimen  approaches  in  shape  that  figured  by  Curie2 
and  labelled  number  8.

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NOTE  ON  SOME  SPECIMENS  IN  THE  MUSEUM  OF 
MEDIAEVAL  ARCHITECTURE.

A  noteworthy  improvement  has  been  effected  during  the 
past  year  to  which  I  desire  to  call  attention.  The  two  wall- 
cases  in  the  Scriptorium  passage  containing  fragments  of 
sculpture  and  carving  have  been  cleaned  and  re-arranged. 
This  exacting  work  has  been  admirably  and  entirely  carried 
out  by  my  friend,  whose  unselfish  help  is  alluded  to  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1934. 


Several  interesting  casts  of  carved  16th  century  door- 
panels,  formerly  in  a  house  within  the  precincts  of  the  Bedern 
College,  are  now  exhibited;  two  being  achievements  of  the 
arms  of  George  Gale,  goldsmith,  Sheriff  of  York  in  1530  A.D., 
and  Lord  Mayor  in  1549  ;  a  head  of  a  mitred  bishop  which 
very  probably  is  intended  for  Robert  Holgate,  the  contem¬ 
porary  Archbishop,  who  was  formerly  the  head  of  the  Gilbertine 
Order  ;  another  bishop,  who  may  be  the  Patron  Saint  of  the 
Goldsmiths’  Company,  St.  Dunstan,  or  else  St.  Nicholas, 
represented  carrying  over  his  left  shoulder  “bougets”  of 
leather.  The  boldest  head,  evidently  of  an  important  person¬ 
age,  may  well  represent  the  chief  magistrate  himself  ;  another 
panel  depicts  St.  George  of  Cappadocia  in  combat  with  the 
Dragon — St.  George  being  George  Gale’s  Patron  Saint. 


Only  two  examples  of  the  fine  old  Tudor  traceried 
ceilings  from  the  house  of  the  Methams  (an  ancient  Howden- 
shire  family)  which  stood  at  the  corner  of  St.  Martin’s  Lane, 
in  Micklegate,  pulled  down  in  1868-9,  can  be  found.  One  is 
an  original  piece  cut  out,  showing  the  lath  marks,  the  other, 
a  rose  centre,  being  a  cast  ;  another,  which  has  disappeared, 
bore  the  arms  of  Metham  “Ouarterlv,  az  and  ar,  in  chief 
dexter  quarter,  a  fleur  de  lis,  or.”  I  have  drawn  and  coloured 
a  “trick”  of  these  arms  and  placed  them  in  the  case. 


All  the  small  fragments  of  the  Nave-Tomb  Shrine  of 
St.  William  of  York,  circa  1320  A.D.,  and  those  belonging  to 
the  glorious  15th  century  Tees  Valley  marble  “New  Shrine 
of  the  Translation  of  the  Relics”  of  that  saint,  sometimes 
referred  to  as  “The  Reredos  of  the  High  Altar, ’’made  between 
the  years  1418-1426  A.D.,  are  at  last  arranged  and  placed 
together.  For  these,  and  most  of  the  various  details,  des¬ 
criptive  and  e'aborate  labels  have  been  prepared  and  placed 
in  the  two  cases  bv  me.
